Even now our own country, fresh from military 
victory against dictatorship, has calmly adopted, or is 
contemplating extended Federal authority over the 
affairs of private citizens that in the long run will 
menace our freedom. Such extended authority is 
cloaked in fine humanitarian objectives that are dif- 
ficult to criticize. A perfect illustration is the Federal 
hydroelectric power prografn which is viewed with 
favor by many so-called "liberals." This program has 
gone far enough in certain sections of the country to 
demonstrate its practical effect. The Pacific North- 
west, a number of states in the Southeast, as well as 
other areas, are now utterly dependent upon govern- 
ment appropriations for an essential resource, elec- 
tric energy, and the development of local industries.

The Fight Continues 

It seems clear that retail merchandising has 
just about gone the limit in paring Its profit margin 
in order to reduce prices, or to prevent or minimize, 
price increases. All kinds of stores, including the 
chains and the independents, have . voluntarily re- 
duced their mnrk-ups In the last year. In many coses, 
the margin between an overall profit and loss is 
very thin. 

This does not mean that retailing will in any 
way relax its fight against inflation. It won't, But It 
does illustrate the fact that your storekeeper, whether 
he has a big organization or a small one, Is severely 
restricted in his ability to do anything about retail 
prices. He must pay the going wholesale prices — and 
he must pay the going scale of wages, rents, taxes 
and everything else. 

What the retailer can do is to avoid stocking 
over-priced goods, work with manufacturers in pro- 
ducing goods of given qualities at the lowest cost, 
and operate on as small a unit profit as business safe- 
ty and survival permit. Progressive stores in 'every 
community nre doing all this.

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Public Aid Commission 
Calls Conference to 
Discuss Financial Crisis

Judge Minard E. Hulse, chairman 
of the Lake County Public Aid Ad- 
visory Board, Ben I. Baillie, Wau- 
kegan. Lake County Public Aid Ad- 
visory Committee, and Mrs, Zeta 
Poff, Superintendent, Lake County 
Department of Public Assistance, 
will meet with members at the Illi- 
nois Public Aid Commission at an 
all-day conference in Springfield 
May 3. 

The meeting will be held so that 
Commission members can discuss 
the state's public aid programs with 
county advisory board and commit- 
tee members and with its executive 
staff who are responsible for the ad- 
ministration of these programs in 
each of the counties. 

In inviting representatives from 
Lake County to take part in this 
conference, Edward L. Ryerson, 
chairman of the Commision, said:
